ToChMCharged 


Stepmother, on Trial as 


Slayer of Girl, Accus- 


ed by Witnesses 


ASHEVILLE, N. C.-(/P)-Mrs. Mar- 


garet Brooks, on trial for murdering 
Willie Mae Mashburn, eight, her fos- 
ter daughter, beat ti|e child with 
stovewood' and "whipped her for ex- 
ercise," shortly before she died, a 
dozen witnesses testified in Buncombe 
county Superior Court Wednesday. 


Morris Brooks, the husband, also on 


trial, was not implicated 
in actual 


abu^e of the girl by the witnesses. 


The child's playmates said Mrs. 


Brooks forced Willie Mae to run from 
the house to a stump and back re- 
peatedly for exercise and once beat 
her with a "chair stick" 'for sitting 
down on the stump to rest. 


A coroner's jury found death was 


caused by neglect and cruelty. 


Calvin Cutshaw, brother-in-law of 


the defendant, said Mrs. Brooks as- 
serted that she 'did not care if the 
child did die." Cutshaw's wife said 
Mrs. Brooks had whipped Willie Mae 
a few minutes before she died. 


She said that once the child seem- 


ed to be cold and that when she went 
to the stove, Mrs. Brooks would "push 
it apjnst the wall." 


The witness told of another occa- 


sion when she saw Mrs. Brooks with 
H stick of stove wood in her hand and 
a few minutes later saw the child 


about the mouth, and crying, 
gfeg »W blood. w the stick.

several men and women, preceded the 
slaying, police said. 


Levy and two companions were ar- 


rested as they sought to leave the 
place, where police had gone after 
hearing a womans screams. Mrs. Jones 
was found lying at the bottom of a 
stairway.

Japan Unlikely To 
Obey League Order 


Soviet Anticipationof 


Trouble Adds to Ge- 


neva's Uneasiness 


GENEVA.—(#>)—Uncertainly as to 


whether Japan will accept the League 
Assembly committee's resolution call- 
ing on Japanese to evacuate the 
Shanghai area "in the near future" 
caused some uneasiness Wednesday in 
League of Nations circles regarding 
the outcome of the Shanghai armistice, 
negotiations. 


Foreign Minister Paul Hymana of 


Belgium and Sir Eric Drummoiid, sec- 
retary-general of the league, received 
Haruichi Nagaoka, Japanese represen- 
tative, and sought to induce him to ac- 
cept the resolution. Mr. Nagaoka re- 
plied that he was unauthorized to do 
so but he would query Tokio. Sub- 
sequently Dr. W. W. Yen, Chinese 
spokesman, called on M. Hyiuans und 
Sir Eric and accepted the committee 
resolution. 


The uneasiness in league circles was 


increased by reports, spread by per- 
sons close to the Russian delegation, 
that the Soviet government now has 
strong forces in East Siberia and con- 
siders trouble Nvith the Japanese like- 
ly soon.

The sheriff said a safe in the "M" 


System store of Stripling & Son, Pres- 
cott, had been damaged Wednesday 
night by robbers who failed, however, 
to get it open. Lipsey, the sheriff 
said, had registered at a Prescott ho- 
tel Wednesday, leaving town on No. 5. 
Thursday morning. 


When examined by Sheriff Weaver 


and Hope police here Thursday noon, 
Lipsey had in his possession an auto- 
matic pistol, some extra clips of cart- 
ridges, two pairs of goggles, a screw- 
driver and other paraphernalia. 


He is an aviator, and when in Pine 


Bluff resided at the Airport Country 
Club of that city. 


Lipsey denied any connection with 


the attempted safe-blowing. He said 
he was on his way from Fine Bluff to 
Hope, spending the night in rescott.

News in 1928-29, and by the Pine Bluff 
Commercial since then, up to two 
months ago.
